There will be a 
bitter fight betwen Natiotal Commit- 
teeman R. B. Creager, anti-klan re- 
publican, and those who will want ta 
put up a candidate sympathetic to the 
secret order so that ihe klan opposi- 
tion to Mrs. Ferguson wil! have some 
logical place to go. 

How Oklahoma Affected. 

In Oklahoma, the <dlemotratic sen- 
atorial candidate. Jack Walton, is 
running on an anti-klan ticket. Pine, 
the republican senatorial candidate, 
is a klan indorsee. With their nar- 
row margin in the senate, the repub- 
licans have no seats to throw away. 
A klan denunciation by Coolidge 
would gain much benefit from it. 

In Kansas, Paulen, the republican 
nomine@for governor, is said to have 
had klan support. 

In Missouri, normally evenly ba)- 
anced, there is a tremencous foreign 
and negro vote, which will be reluc- 
tant to support a ticket it believes is 
friendly toward the klan. 

Situation In Indiana. 

In Indiana, the republican orzant- 
zation is regarded as klan controlled, 
yet the negro vote is supposed by 
politicians to be large enough to 
awing the state cither way and- a 
klan denunciation would win them 
back, but it would put more ammu- 
nition in the hands of the democratic 
candidates, who already have a lot 
because of the conviction of McCray, 
former republican governor, for mis- 
use of state money 

In Maine. LVattangall, the 
cratic. candidatae for governor, 
running on an anti-klan platform. 

In New York and New Jersey, the 
problem is simpier, for the klan ele- 
ment is not so strong and the size 
of the foreign vote overshadows it 
in importance. Here Coolidge has 
everything to gain and little to lose 
by attacking the klan. 

These are some of the politieal 
aspects of the problem. But those 
wko know Coolidge do not believe 
that he will decide the auestion sole- 
ly on those considerations. He will 
elso consider.the questions of moral 
principle involved. whether the klan 
is an institution for good or evil, and 
whether a president of the United 
States can jusily proscribe an or- 
ganization whic) includes thousands 
of patriotic citizens. 

Prevailing opinion here is that 
Ceolidge will answer Davis, and that 
he will reeord himself against the 
klan in principle, while acknowledz- 
ing the good motives of many of its 
members.

Loucheur, Great Industri- 
alist, Declares Step In- 
creases Nation’s Moral 
Force in Eyes of World. 


BY JOHN O'BRIEN, 

Paris, August 24.—Having tri- 
umphed in the chamber of deputies 
by winning approval for the Dawes 
settlement and receiving a vote of 
confidence on his negotiations in 
London, Premier Herriot is expected 
to repeat his victory in the senate 
‘Tuesday. 

At 4:30 Sunday morning, after a 
spirited, nerve-wracking debate that 
had endured throughout the day and 
night, the chamber voted ita support 
_of the London protocols for effectuat- 
ing the Dawes reparation settlement. 
France's dynamic, socialist premier 
bad won hig first critical battle since 
assuming office. He not only had 
scored a personal victory, but had 
traveled a long distance in assuring 
the success of a new opportunity to 
bring peace back to Europe. 

It is generally predicted that Her- 
riot will win again in the senate ana 
obtain final ratification for the 
Dawes protocols, A sharp clash !s 
expected in the upper chamber, es- 
pecially if ex-Premier Poincare in- 
tervenes, but it is practically certain 
that Herriot will receive a vote of 
confidence, 

Means New Policy. 

The chamber’s action may take an 
important place in European history. 
It means approval of @ new policy 
for France—a policy which includes 
evacuation of the Ruhr and the pur- 
suit of peace based on the principle 
of confidence and the acceptance of 
economic facts contained in the 
l‘awes plan. It means also that tne 
entente will be restored and that 
Germany will be given a chance to 
recover economically and pay her 
debts, 

The opposition to Herriot centered 
around the chargé that he had made 
concessions in London which weak- 
ened France's security. In this con- 
rection, it 1s pointed out now that 
the text of the order day, un- 
der which the chamBer’s vote was 
taken, urged Herriot not to forget 
that the reparations policy might have 
bad results unless there were guar- 
antees for French security. 


It is assumed, therefore, that when | 


Herriot goes to the lengue of nations 
meeting in Geneva next month, he 
will do his utmost to make every- 
one agree to the French plan for ob- 
taining Kuropean = security. This 
would seek to prevent the secret re- 
sumption of war manufactures by 
Germany, especially in the Ruhr, aft- 
er the French evacuation. 
Admits Storms Past. 

Even the semi-official Le Soir 
rdmits that “the storms are clearing, 
but it would be cisastrous to believe 
that all danger has passed.” The 
lL.iberte claims that the 30-hour de- 
bate revealed that the London ac- 
cords constituted a defeat for France 
and marked the beginning of German 
revenge. 

Herriot emerged from the chamber 
at dawn, worn end haggard, but earl- 
ier in the night, ir the full vigor of 
his personality, he had aroused the 
deputies from their Jassitude in a re- 
markable speech which drove home 
the true facts of the Dawes settle- 
ment. He appealed to French pa- 
triotism, but he appealed: also to the 
interests of mankind. 

“The Ruhr is no security,” he 
shouted, “and never could be. Eu- 
rope’s equilibrium must be reestab- 
lished.”

It means progress, wealth, 
a perpetuation of free institutions, 
but above all it means peace and hap- 
piness. At present there is too much 
violent excess in ‘the American peo- 
ple’s method of seeking joy and 
amusement. <A thirst for knowledge 
will build up a storehouse of inner

Neurology today is not 
a limited field of practice and the 
doctor who professes to be a neurolo- 
gist is really a relic of a past age of 
medicine. A “neurologist” is no bet- 
ter equipped and no more competent 
to deal with “‘nervousness” or actual 
affections of the nerves than a gen- 
eral practitioner is, though 
the “nerve specialist” has a few more 
soothing terms in stock,

Objects To Telling Her Age 


Temple, Texas, August 24.—Mrs. 
Miriam Amanda Ferguson, nominated 
for governor of Texas yesterday in 
the democratic run-off primary, is 
just a quiet, unassuming wife and 
mother who has never taken much 
interest in social affairs or political 
affairs save when her husband was 
involved.

000 less than in 1921. 

In other words the railroads lost 
$25,000,000 in freight . rates, the 
farmers lost $29,000,000 by the de- 
cline of the farm value. of their 
wheat, and the consumers of this 
country and Europe gained $52,000,- 
000 at the expense of both.—From 
the Sterling (Ill.) Gazette.

TODAY’S RECIPES. 

Venetian Steaks—Cut one pound 
filet of beef into neat slices. Heat 
a tablespoon of dripping in a skillet. 
Put the meat in and cook for about 
seven minutes. Make a sauce by 
heating one tablespoon of good gravy 
or stock, one tablespoon Worcester 
sauce, one hard boiled egg chopped, 
and .one tablespoon mixed pickles to- 
gether. On a hot dish arrange a 
mound of mashed carrots and pota- 
toes, place the filets on this and pour 
the sauce carefully around the base of 


' the potato mound. 


Mashed Potatoes and Carrots—Cut 
two pounds of potatoes and one pound 
of carrots into slices, and put on to 
boil in just enough water to cover 
them. Add a teaspoon of salt. 
till potatoes are soft—then pour off 
water (into stock pot) and mash, add- 
ing pepper, more salt if liked, a chunk 
of butter and a half cup of warm milk. 
Beat until light and fluffy. 


Fruit Souffle—Place a pound of 
pitted sweet cherries or any other fruit 
in a pie dish. Cook three eggs with 
one-half cup sugar and the grated rind 
of a lemon in a double boiler till 
thick—stirring all the time. Then 
beat until cold and stir in one-quarter- 
pound (one-half cup) flour lightly. 
Pour it over the fruit, and bake in a 
moderate oven fifteen minutes. If 
hard fruit is used, it must be stewed 
first. 


When selecting vegetables, take 
care to notice whether or not they 
have been soaked in water to freshen 
them. If so, they are not at their 
best. This is one of the advantages 
of selecting such things personally, 
rather than trusting to the telephone 
or a messenger. Beets should have 
some earth clinging to their roots. 
Spinach should have green leaves, some 
of which are rather dirty, otherwise 
one suspects that the wilted spinach 
has been soaked in water to revive it. 
Cabbage should be heavy and firm 
with crisp inner white leaves. Car- 
rots should be hard and firm and not 
too large. Onions should be hard and 
firm especially when pressed at the 
stem-end. Squash should be hard 
without any soft spots. 


SUGGESTION. 

This seems worth trying. One wom- 
an writes: When I took down my cre- 
tonne draperies this year the cloth 
was perfectly good but the sun had 
faded the colors. I laundered the 
draperies, then while they were still 
hot from the ironing I took regular 
school coloring crayons and went over 
the designs. I used the colors spar- 
ingly where little color was needed 
and pressed harded where the color 
was deepest in the original design. 
Then I put plain paper over the work 
and pressed it with a hot iron. The 
curtains look like new.

Lives of Many 


Pasteurized Milk Will Save 


Atlanta Babies 


Credit has been given by writers of 
ancient history to Mother Eve as the 
first to discover that the milk from 
animals was of great food value. 

Then, when we come down to 
Noah’s time, the cow and her mate 
were supposed to be the first ani- 
mals that Noah gave a free boat ride 
'for 40 days. 


Plymouth Rock away back yonder, 
Mrs. “Cow” and her husband were 
among those present, and from that 
good day to this the “cow” family 
have been very important factors in 
the growth of this great country.

When Pasteur gave the world the 
benefit of his discovery he built for 
himself a monument that has been 
the saving of untold millions of hu- 
man lives, : 

Pasteurization must not be confused 
with boiling milk, for many people 
may get too enthusiastic and heat 
the milk to over 212 degrees and 
overdo it, and render its food value 
much less than it should be. 

Every attempt to better. Pasteur’s 
methods during the past year have 
been without good results and the 
United States agricultural departmen‘ 
recommends heated milk to 145 de- 
nino Fahrenheit, hold there for 39 


minovtes, then ice and bottle and keep 
cold until used.

The total revenue receipts of At- 
lanta for the past year were $8,077,- 
725, or $36.28 per capita. .This rep- 
resents $2,020,291 more than the to- 


tal payments of the year exclusive of 
the payments for permanent improve- 
ments, but $4,097,361 less than the 
total payments including those for 
permanent improvements. 

These payments in excess of reve- 
nue receipts were met from the pro- 
ceeds of debt obligations. Property 
taxes represented 55.6 per cent of the 
total revenues for 1923, 58.6 per cent 
for 1922, and 62.2 per cent for 1917. 

The increase in the amount of 
property taxes collected was 58.5 per 
cent from 1917 to 1922, and 6.9 per 
cent from 1922 to 1923. The per 
capita property taxes were $20.16 iu 
1923, $19.27 in 1922, and $14.02 in 
1917. Earnings of public service en- 
terprises operated by ‘the city repre- 
sented 16.0 per cent of th2 total reve- 
nue for 1923, 14.7 per cent for 1922, 
and 13.1 per cent for 1917, 

The net indebtedness (funded and 
floating debt less sinking fund assets) 
of Atlanta on December 31, 1923, was 
$9.836.050, or $44.12 per capita. In 
1922 the per capita debt was $28.13, 
and in 1917, $22.48. 

For 1923 the assessed valuation of 
property in Atlanta, subject to ad va- 
lorem tnxes for city corporations was 
$292,994.179. The levy for all pur- 
poses for 1923 was $7,787,757, of 
which $4,349,913, or 56.4 per cenf, 
was levied for the city corporations; 
$1,060,263. or 13.6 per cent for the 
state: and $2,532,581. or 30.0 per 
cent for the county. The per capita 
tax levy for city, state and county 
was $34.93, the report shews.

Physician Writes 


Mobbed in Persia 


Minneapolis, Minn., August 24.—A 
detailed story of the death of Major 
Robert Imbrie, acting American con- 
sul at Teheran, Persia, killed July 18 
by a fanatical mob, has been sent by 
Dr. H. P. Hackard, his physician, in 
a letter to George K. End, Imbrie’s 
“buddy” during the world war. 

Dr. Hackard attended Major Imbrie | 
in a Teheran hospital, where he was 
taken after being beaten tunconsciou® 
by the mob which thought he hail 
poisoned a sacred well. The crowd 
smashed its way into the hospital to 
renew the attack as Major Imbrie lay 
dying, Dr. Hackard said. 

“At a sacred well, near the center 
of the city,” the letter said, “Mussul- 
men had been performing extraordl- 
nary feats of fanaticism for several 
dara, 
“Tt was reported that on Friday, 
July 18 (the holy day of the Moham- 
med), the exhibition at the sacred 
well would be especially interesting. | 

Went to Well. 

“Shortly before 10 a. m., Major} 
Imbrie, with Melvin Seymour, 4n 
American, and a native servant went 
to the well in an open carriage. The 
exact details as to what happened 
after they approached the well are 
not clear, but it is reported that n 
Mohammedan priest suddenly cried 
out, pointing at Major Imbrie: ‘He 
has put poison in the well.’ ; 

“Major Imbrie and his companion 
returned to the carriage and drove 
rapidly toward the center of the city. 
They were followed by a crowd, head- 
ed by a number of native police and 
soldiers, repeating the cry raised at 
the well. A native on a motorcycle 
stopped the carriage and the increas- 
ing mob surrounded it. 

Defended Himsclf. 

“Major Imbrie vigorously defend- 
ed himself. He was dragged from the 
cariage, but managed to run to the 
south side of the avenue, where he 
eould better defend himself with his 
back to the wall. His companion 
was dragged to the north side, directly

again, where a Cossack officer dealt 
him a blow on the head with his 
sword. 

“My servant, who was passing at 
the time, recognized the cunsul, ran to

“The mob broke through the door. 
smashing it and the three windows in 
the place, tearing tiles from the floor, 
and again attacked Major Imbrit 
raining many additional blows on his 
head and face. ; 

“Although Major Imbrie sustained 
about 135 wounds and contusions, 
none of them was sufficiently serious 
to have caused his death. The shock 
was tremendous, however, and he sur- 
yived it only until 2:30 in the after
